The  general  arrangement  for  the  supply  of  wafer  remains 
as  previously  described. 

No  restrictions  were  placed  on  domestic  or  trade  users 
during  1944. 

With  the  exception  of  a  relatively  small  supply  from  the 
Water  Tower,  all  mains  water  is  chlorinated  (treated  by 
Ammonia  and  Chlorine). 

Water  samples-  are  systematically  taken  and  submitted  for 
chemical  and  bacteriological  examination. 

In  1944,  306  samples  were  examined  by  Messrs.  Lea  and 
Mallinder,  of  Halifax.  2G2  of  these  samples  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  44  for  chemical  examina¬ 
tion.  Of  the  262  samples  examined  baeteriologically,  259 
showed  no  13.  Coli  and  3  showed  the  presence  of  a  few  13.  Coli.
